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ANNOUNCEMENT. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  contained  in  Section  2, 
of  an  Act  of  Congress  (Public  No.  40,  65th  Congress),  approved 
August  10,  1917,  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Markets  of  the  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture  has  been  authorized  and 
instructed,  as  an  agent  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  to  take  such 
steps  as  may  be  necessary  to  obtain  authoritative  information 
regarding  the  matters  authorized  to  be  investigated  under  that 
section. 

The  Food  Surveys  Project  has  been  established  pursuant  to 
Sections  2  and  8,  of  the  Act,  to  obtain  such  information  concerning 
food  and  food  materials  as  may  seem  necessary  or  desirable  for  the 
guidance  of  governmental  agencies  and  the  public  in  making  plans 
for  increasing  production,  for  promoting  efficient  distribution, 
and  for  directing  conservation  and  utilization. 

The  results  of  the  surveys  made  under  this  Project  will  be 
published  monthly  in  "Food  Surveys,"  which  will  be  mailed  from 
Washington,  D.  C,  between  the  fifteenth  and  twentieth  of  each 
month.  Special  numbers  of  "Food  Surveys"  will  be  issued  from 
time  to  time  as  occasion  may  require.  A  copy  may  be  obtained 
on  application  to  "Food  Surveys,"  Bureau  of  Markets,  Boom  229, 
Homer  Building,  Washington,  D.  C.

Plans  and  Purposes  of  the  more  Comprehensive 
Food  Surveys  undertaken  by  the  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture,  as  explained  by 
the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Markets  in  a  letter 
to  Hon.  A.  F.  Lever,  Chairman,  Agricultural 
Appropriation  Committee,  House  of  Represent- 
atives. 

The  possession  of  comprehensive  and  accurate  information 
obtained  from  time  to  time  and  as  promptly  as  possible  as  to  our 
food  supply,  its  ownership,  control  and  location,  is  essential  for  the 
guidance  of  governmental  agencies  and  the  public  in  making  plans 
for  increasing  production,  for  promoting  efficient  distribution, 
and  for  effectively  directing  conservation  and  utilization. 

The  obtaining  of  the  desired  results  requires  four  classes  of 
information:  (a)  Stocks  on  hand  on  farms;  (6)  stocks  in  wholesale, 
jobbing,  storing,  manufacturing,  exporting  and  other  commercial 
establishments;  (c)  stocks  in  retail  establishments;  and  (d)  con- 
sumers' stocks. 

As  to  each  of  the  important  foods  or  food  materials  it  was 
necessary  to  determine: 


(1)  The  available  supply, 

(2)  Its  location  both  as  to  place  and  as  to  classes  of  holders, 

(3)  The  rate  of  its  consumption, 

(4)  The  extent  of  available  substitutes. 

The  questions  involved  will  be  discussed  under  these  four  headings. 

(1)     The  Available  Supply. 

In  order  to  determine  the  available  supply  of  any  food  com- 
modity on  a  given  date,  it  is  necessary  to  investigate  the  stocks 
held  by  all  classes  of  commercial  concerns  on  that  date  as  well  as 
the  stocks  on  farms  and  in  households.  The  Food  Production  and 
Food  Survey  Act  was  approved  by  the  President  on  August  10, 
1917.  A  comprehensive  preliminary  survey,  covering  18  of  the 
most  essential  items  of  food,  was  made  for  August  31,  1917.  The 
results  of  this  survey  are  shown  in  six  circulars  as  follows : 

No.  96 — Sugar  supply  of  the  United  States:  Its  extent  and 
distribution  on  August  31,  1917. 

No.  97 — The  supply  of  lard  in  the  United  States:  Its  extent 
and  distribution  on  August  31,  1917. 

No.  98 — The  supply  of  canned  salmon  in  the  United  States: 
Its  extent  and  distribution  on  August  31,  1917. 

No.  99 — Commercial  stocks  of  miscellaneous  cereal  and  vege- 
table food  stuffs  in  the  United  States  on  August  31,  1917. 

No.  100 — Commercial  stocks  of  wheat  and  wheat  flour  in  the 
United  States  on  August  31,  1917. 

No.  101 — Commercial  stocks  of  miscellaneous  animal  food  prod- 
ucts in  the  United  States  on  August  31,  1917. 

A  more  comprehensive  survey,  covering  86  important  foods  and 
food  materials,  was  undertaken  for  the  date  December  31,  1917. 
The  final  results  of  this  survey  are  at  hand  and  will  be  published 
at  intervals  of  a  few  days  beginning  this  week. 

Certified  information  was  secured  from  80  classes  of  business 
concerns. 

The  survey  schedule  was  prepared  after  thorough  conferences 
with  most,  if  not  all,  of  the  interests  affected,  including  mills, 
elevators,  wholesale  and  retail  stores,  common  and  cold  storage 
concerns,  food  manufacturers  and  others.  Messrs.  Alonzo  Taylor, 
C.  F.  Langworthy,  C.  L.  Alsberg,  also  Theodore  Whitmarsh,  Frank 
Home,  and  other  representatives  of  the  Food  Administration, 
and  Professor  Sherman  of  Columbia  University,  were  consulted 
in  the  preparation  of  the  schedule.  Copies  thereof  were  sent  by 
mail  to  upwards  of  600,000  business  concerns  throughout  the 
United  States. 

It  was  found  impracticable  to  obtain  a  complete  inventory  of 
the  smaller  retail  concerns  by  mail.  Therefore  intensive  surveys 
covering  every  retail  enterprise  were  made  by  personal  canvass  in 
a  selection  of  about  forty  representative  counties  and  cities  in  the 
United  States.  These  will  furnish  a  basis  for  a  relatively  accurate 
estimate  so  that  all  retail  concerns  will  be  covered.  Betail  concerns 
in  New  York  City  and  certain  other  selected  typical  cities  were 
inventoried  in  like  detail. 

Approximately  350.000  schedules  in  all  were  received  from 
commercial  concerns.    An  average  of  about  26  items  was  reported 
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per  schedule.  Over  nine  million  cards  were  required  in  tabulating 
the  data,  whose  value  will  be  more  apparent  after  a  discussion  of 
the  many  questions  that  were  considered  in  planning  and  con- 
ducting these  food  surveys.  Through  the  voluntary  assistance  of 
numerous  officers  of  the  States  Relations  Service,  teachers  of  home 
economics  and  sociology  in  the  colleges  and  universities,  and  other 
persons,  information  has  been  obtained  from  about  25,000  families 
with  reference  to  household  stocks  and  household  consumption. 
An  effort  was  made  to  select  families  that  would  be  representative 
with  reference  to  residence,  occupation  and  income  in  order  that  a 
fair  average  as  a  basis  for  estimates  for  the  entire  country  might 
be  obtained. 

Detailed  dietary  surveys  for  more  than  1,500  families  will  be 
secured.  As  practically  all  dietary  discussion  of  the  present  time  is 
based  upon  Langworthy's  revision  of  Atwater's  figures  covering  a 
total  of  only  400  families,  it  is  apparent  that  the  dietary  survey 
will  yield  more  complete,  detailed  and  accurate  information  than 
has  ever  been  available. 

(2)     Location  of  Food  Supply  as  to  Place  and  as  to 
Glasses  of  Holders. 

It  is  important  to  know,  not  only  what  the  total  stocks  of  a 
given  commodity  might  be,  but  also  the  amount  of  it  that  was  held 
by  each  of  the  important  classes  of  business  concerns  and  the  general 
distribution  of  the  commodity  throughout  the  country.  The  data 
obtained  have  accordingly  been  assembled  by  important  groups 
and  classes  of  business  concerns  and  the  data  for  each  group  and  class 
of  concerns  is  shown  by  states  and  by  geographic  divisions  as  well 
as  for  the  entire  country. 

The  importance  of  knowing  the  particular  hands  in  which  the 
available  supply  of  a  given  commodity  is  located  is  illustrated 
in  the  case  of  sugar.  On  August  31,  1917,  the  sugar  and  syrup 
mills  and  refineries  held  nearly  481,000,000  pounds,  which  was 
46.3  per  cent  of  the  total  commercial  supply,  whereas  on  the  same 
date  in  1916  they  held  over  660,000,000  pounds,  which  was  46.2 
per  cent  of  the  supply  for  that  date  and  year.  In  contrast  the 
storage  warehouses  on  August  31,  1917,  held  146,728,000  pounds, 
or  14.1  per  cent  of  the  available  supply,  while  on  the  same  date 
in  1916  they  held  428,077,000  pounds,  which  was  29.9  per  cent 
of  the  available  supply.  The  wholesale  grocers  on  August  31,  1917, 
held  207,398,000  pounds,  or  20  per  cent  of  the  total  available  supply, 
while  on  August  31, 191  >,  they  h  id  on  hand  only  166,  61,000  pounds, 
or  11.7  per  cent  of  the  total  available  supply.  Only  when  we  know 
definitely  the  hands  in  which  the  supply  is  located  can  we  deal  in- 
telligently with  the  problems  involved  in  its  equitable  distribution. 

The  value  of  having  the  information  by  classes  of  business 
may  also  be  illustrated  by  the  following:  In  early  February  the 
Bureau  of  Markets  received  a  request  from  Mr.  Richard  Dickinson 
of  the  United  States  Fo  d  Administration  for  a  list  of  the  leading 
canneries  and  wholesale  grocers,  together  with  their  stocks  of  canned 
tomatoes,  peas,  corn,  and  salmon  on  hand  on  December  31,  1917. 
The  information  requested  was  compiled  and  submitted  in  a  state- 
ment to  Mr.  E.  O.  Heyl,  Division  of  Coordination  of  Purchase. 
This  statement,  which  covered  sixteen  typewritten  pages,  included 
132  of  the  largest  canneries  and  173  leading  wholesale  grocers, 
together  with  the  stocks  held  of  the  above-mentioned  commodities. 
In  acknowledging  receipt  of  this  material  Mr.  Heyl  stated  that  it 
would  be  most  useful  just  at  that  time  and  expressed  his  hearty 
thanks. 

In  general  it  may  be  stated  that  previous  to  the  making  of  the 
food  surveys  authoritative  information  has  not  been  available 
regarding  the  relative  amount  of  any  given  commodity  held  in  the 
different  channels  of  trade.  Moreover,  in  the  absence  of  such 
survey  information,  it  has  been  impossible  to  determine  what 
classes  of  concerns  held  the  bulk  of  the  stocks  and  how  far,  therefore, 
it  was  necessary  to  go  in  the  collection  of  such  data  in  order  to 
have  an  accurate  idea  of  comparative  changes  in  the  total  commer- 
cial stocks  of  the  country. 

(3)     The  Rate  of  Consumption. 

It  is  assumed  that  the  most  important  question  in  connection 
with  our  food  supply  is  that  of  determining  how  far  the  available 
supply  will  be  sufficient  to  meet  all  needs  at  the  present  rate  of 
consumption.  It  is  evident  that  this  could  not  be  ascertained 
unless  the  total  available  supply  were  first  determined. 

The  following  explanation  will  show  the  method  followed  in 


arriving  at  the  rate  of  consumption  for  a  given  commodity:  The 
stocks  were  obtained  not  only  for  December  31,  1917,  but  also  for 
the  corresponding  date  in  1916.  Replies  for  both  dates  were  received 
on  85  per  cent  of  all  schedules  tabulated,  and  it  is  believed  that  these 
reflected  fairly  accurately  the  comparative  holdings  of  the  two 
dates  and,  when  taken  in  connection  with  the  total  figures  reported 
for  December  31,  1917,  made  it  possible  also  to  determine  the 
estimated  total  stocks  on  hand  for  De  ember  31,  1916.  Having  de- 
termined the  stock  on  hand  both  at  the  beginning  and  at  the  end 
of  the  year,  it  is  possible  to  add  the  earlier  inventory  to  the  pro- 
duction for  the  year,  then  to  add  the  imports  and  subtract  the 
exports,  and  finally  to  subtract  the  inventory  at  the  close  of  the 
year  in  order  to  determine  the  amount  of  consumption  during  the 
year. 

The  estimated  number  of  the  existing  population  being  known, 
the  per  capita  consumption  for  the  year  could  also  be  determined. 
In  the  survey  for  August  31,  1917,  it  was  found  that  the  per  capita 
use  of  sugar  for  all  purposes  from  August  31,  1916,  to  August  31, 
1917,  was  88.3  pounds.  This  is  the  first  time  that  any  basis  has 
been  furnished  for  determining  the  actual  rate  of  consumption 
of  sugar  in  the  United  States. 

The  same  general  plan  would  be  followed  in  determining  the 
rate  of  consumption  for  each  of  the  other  commodities  where  pro- 
duction could  be  ascertained.  The  comprehensive  survey  of 
December  31,  1917,  will  make  it  possible  thus  to  determine  the 
rate  of  consumption  during  the  calendar  year  1917,  and,  taken  in 
connection  with  the  figures  for  August  31,  1917,  the  rate  of  con- 
sumption from  August  31  to  December  31,  1917.  The  survey 
planned  for  July  1,  1918,  will  make  it  possible  further  to  determine 
the  rate  of  consumption  from  January  1  to  July  1,  1918,  as  well 
as  for  the  year  ending  July  1,  1918.  Such  facts  would  appear  to 
be  of  the  utmost  importance  in  the  present  war  situation,  especially 
in  showing  how  far  the  conservation  of  our  food  supply  was  being 
properly  maintained.  In  the  absence  of  such  data  we  have  no  reli- 
able basis  for  judging  the  effectiveness  of  any  food  conservation 
policies  that  may  be  applied. 

(4)     The  Extent  of  Available  Substitutes. 

A  glance  at  the  86  items  on  the  food  survey  schedule  of  Decem- 
ber 31,  1917,  will  show  that  this  list  includes  not  only  the  most 
important  items  of  food  and  food  materials,  but  also  a  considerable 
number  of  relatively  less  important  items.  The  schedule,  as  finally 
adopted,  shows  a  material  reduction  in  the  number  of  items,  as 
compared  with  the  list  originally  suggested.  There  is  doubtless 
room  for  difference  of  opinion  as  to  how  many  items  should  prop- 
erly have  been  included  in  such  a  survey.  The  list  of  86  items 
finally  adopted  reflected  in  the  main  a  consensus  of  opinion  among 
all  who  participated  in  the  conferences.  It  was  realized  that 
less  important  items  should  be  included  because  the  information 
obtained  would  be  helpful  in  the  shaping  of  any  policy  that  might 
be  necessary  in  encouraging  the  use  of  food  substitutes. 

An  illustration  of  this  is  to  be  found  in  the  case  of  the  existing 
supply  of  wheat  flour  which  requires  the  use  of  wheat  flour  substi- 
tutes, including  corn  flour  and  corn  meal,  rye  flour,  buckwheat 
flour,  etc.  In  this  connection  it  may  be  added  that  a  special 
survey  covering  the  existing  stocks  of  wheat  flour  substitutes  as 
well  as  those  of  wheat  flour  and  important  grains  was  made  as  for 
April  1,  1918,  at  the  suggestion  of  Dr.  Pearl  of  the  United  States 
Food  Administration,  and  that  information  regarding  the  compara- 
tive stocks  of  these  commodities  in  the  hands  of  elevators,  grain 
warehouses,  general  warehouses,  grain  mills,  and  wholesale  grain 
dealers  throughout  the  country  has  been  determined  for  that  date 
and  reported  to  the  Food  Administration. 

Another  illustration  is  furnished  in  the  case  of  condensed  and 
evaporated  milk.  The  Department  was  recently  called  upon  to 
furnish  such  information  to  the  War  Trade  Board.  We  were  in  a 
position  to  furnish  information  regarding  the  available  supply  of 
condensed  and  evaporated  milk  which  has  assisted  the  War  Trade 
Board  in  determining  its  policy  in  regard  to  the  exports  of  this 
commodity. 

One  important  reason  for  making  the  food  surveys  was  to 
determine  how  far  the  supplies  of  important  commodities  could  be 
spared  for  the  Allies.  In  this  connection  I  may  say  that  one  of  the 
officers  of  the  Food  Administration,  who  went  abroad  recently  as 
their  official  representative,  requested  the  Food  Survey  section  to 
furnish  him  information  regarding  the  stocks  of  certain  meats  and 
meat  products  in  the  United  States.  After  these  data  had  been 
furnished  him  he  stated  that  he  had  received  just  the  kind  of 
information  he  needed. 

In  conclusion,  I  know  of  no  way  in  which  it  will  be  possible  to 
determine  the  available  supply  of  the  important  foods  and  food 
materials,  their  distribution,  rate  of  consumption,  and  the  available 
supply  of  food  substitutes  without  the  aid  of  thorough,  comprehen- 
sive food  surveys  showing  the  total  stocks  of  the  country  for  the 
two  inventory  periods  in  the  manner  obtained  in  the  Food  Surveys 
of  the  Department  of  Agriculture. 
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COMMERCIAL  STOCKS  OF  WHEAT,  WHEAT  FLOUR,  AND  MISCELLANEOUS 

WHEAT  FOOD  PRODUCTS. 

The  total  available  supply  of  wheat,  wheat  flour,  and  miscellaneous  wheat  food  products  in  the  United  States  on  January  1, 
1918,  was  the  equivalent  of  351,000,000  bushels  of  wheat.  Of  this  amount  the  equivalent  of  196,000,000  bushels,  or  56  per  cent, 
represented  the  total  stocks  in  commercial  channels,  while  155,000,000  bushels,  or  44  per  cent,  represented  stocks  remaining  on  farms. 

The  196,000,000  bushels  in  commercial  channels  consisted  of  123,290,000  bushels  of  unmilled  wheat,  and  of  an  amount  equivalent 
to  72,710,000  bushels  in  the  form  of  flour  and  miscellaneous  wheat  food  products.  Of  the  123,290,000  bushels  of  unmilled  wheat,  90 
per  cent,  or  110,961,000  bushels,  was  actually  reported,  while  the  remaining  10  per  cent  of  this  amount  has  been  arrived  at  by  estimate. 
The  figures  for  flour  and  miscellaneous  wheat  food  products  will  be  discussed  on  a  later  page. 

The  351,000,000  bushels  above  mentioned  constituted  the  entire  wheat  supply  until  the  next  harvest.  The  requirements  for  spring 
seed  were  approximately  25,000,000  bushels.  The  net  exports  of  wheat  and  wheat  flour  during  the  three  first  months  of  the  year 
amounted  to  47,000,000  bushels.  -  Allowing  merely  28,000,000  bushels  additional  for  export  during  April,  May,  and  June,  there  remained 
only  about  250,000,000  bushels  out  of  the  total  stocks  on  hand  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  which  would  be  available  for  consump- 
tion. On  the  basis  of  the  pre-war  per  capita  rate  of  wheat  consumption,  namely,  5.3  bushels  per  annum,  the  entire  supply  would  have 
been  exhausted  before  July  1.  This  emphasizes  the  importance  of  the  conservation  program  of  the  Government  in  relation  to  the  use 
of  wheat  and  wheat  flour. 


COMMERCIAL  STOCKS  OF  WHEAT. 

Of  the  total  commercial  stocks  of  wheat  reported  as  on  hand 
on  the  date  of  the  survey,  the  elevators  and  warehouses  held 
40.2  per  cent;  the  grain  mills,  33.8  per  cent;  and  the  wholesale 
grain  dealers,  12.5  per  cent.  The  balance,  constituting  about 
14  per  cent  of  the  total,  was  held  by  retail  dealers  and  a  miscel- 
laneous group  of  firms.  The  exact  distribution  of  these  stocks 
among  the  above-mentioned  groups  of  business  concerns  is  given  in 
Table  1,  and  is  shown  graphically  in  Diagram  1.

Geographic  Distribution  of  Total  Stocks. 

Of  the  total  commercial  stocks  of  wheat  reported,  namely, 
110,961,259  bushels,  the  states  in  the  group  designated  the  West 
North  Central  division  reported  34,302,206  bushels,  or  nearly 
one-third.  The  Pacific  division  reported  two-ninths,  the  East  North 
Central  division  reported  one-seventh,  and  the  Middle  Atlantic 
and  the  Mountain  divisions  each  reported  about  one-ninth  of  the 
total.  Diagram  2  represents  in  graphic  form  the  geographic 
distribution  of  the  total  stocks  reported.

Exact  figures  for  the  geographic  distribution  of  the  total  stocks 
of  wheat  are  given  by  states  as  well  as  by  geographic  divisions 
in  the  first  column  of  Table  3,  while  Diagram  3  presents  in  con- 
venient form  for  comparison  the  stocks  reported  for  each  of  the 
twenty  states  showing  the  largest  holdings  of  wheat.  A  compari- 
son of  Diagram  3  with  Diagram  2  makes  evident  the  fact  that 
the  West  North  Central  division  owes  its  marked  lead  as  a  holder 
of  wheat  largely  to  the  states  of  Minnesota,  North  Dakota, 
Kansas,  and  Missouri.  Similarly,  the  prominence  of  the  East 
North  Central  division  is  due  to  Ohio  and  Illinois;  that  of  the 
Pacific  division  largely  to  the  state  of  Washington;  and  that  of  the 
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Middle  Atlantic  division  primarily  to  the  state  of  New  York, 
while  the  relatively  strong  showing  of  the  Mountain  division  is 
due,  in  large  measure,  to  Montana,  Idaho,  and  Colorado.

Geographic  Distribution,  by  Classes  of  Business. 

Table  3,  in  addition  to  showing  the  geographic  distribution 
of  the  total  stocks  reported,  shows  also  a  similar  distribution  for 
each  of  the  important  classes  of  business  concerns.  Of  the 
44,618,287  bushels  reported  by  the  elevators  and  warehouses, 
nearly  two-sevenths  was  held  in  the  West  North  Central  division, 
Minnesota  and  North  Dakota  being  the  most  important  states, 
while  the  Pacific  division  reported  about  two-ninths  of  the  total 
for  this  group  of  concerns. 


Of  the  stocks  of  wheat  reported  by  the  grain  mills,  nearly 
one-third  was  found  in  the  West  North  Central  division,  the 
East  North  Central  ranking  second  and  the  Pacific  division  third. 
These  three  divisions  together  reported  over  25,000,000  out  of  a 
total  of  37,510,228  bushels  held  by  all  grain  mills  in  the  country.

FOOD  SURVEYS. 


While  the  4,717,468  bushels  reported  by  the  retail  dealers 
were  somewhat  more  generally  distributed  over  the  country,  the 
Pacific  and  the  two  North  Central  and  the  Mountain  divisions 
reported  relatively  larger  retail  stocks.  The  large  stocks  of  the 
retail  dealers  of  Oregon  and  California,  amounting  to  a  total  of 
1,501,000  bushels,  are  probably  to  be  explained  by  the  fact  that 
many  concerns  in  the  grain  raising  sections  of  those  states,  whose 
principal  business  is  that  of  retail  dealers,  handle  some  grain  on 
a  wholesale  basis. 

Comparative  Figures  for   1918   and   1917. 

About  three-fourths  of  the  reports  received  gave  data  for 
January  1,  1917,  as  well  as  for  January  1,  1918.     Comparative 


figures  for  the  two  dates,  based  on  these  reports,  which,  because 
of  their  relative  completeness,  can  hardly  contain  any  large 
margin  of  error,  are  submitted  in  summary  form  in  Table  1,  and  in 
greater  detail  in  Table  4.  From  these  figures  it  appears  that  the 
total  commercial  stocks  of  wheat  on  January  1, 1918,  were  only  50.5 
per  cent  of  those  of  one  year  earlier. 

The  relative  holdings  of  the  important  classes  of  business 
on  the  two  dates  are  shown  graphically  in  Diagram  4.  The 
diagram,  together  with  the  figures  in  Table  1,  makes  evident  the 
fact  that  the  holdings  of  the  elevators  and  warehouses  on  January 
1,  1918,  were  equal  to  only  one-half  the  stocks  held  by  the  same 
firms  on  January  1,  1917,  while  the  stocks  of  the  grain  mills  were 
about   three-fifths.     The   stocks   of  the   wholesale   grain   dealers

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were  less  than  two-fifths,  and  the  stocks  of  the  retail  grain  dealers 
less  than  two-thirds  of  their  respective  stocks  on  the  earlier  date. 

The  relative  holdings,  on  the  two  dates,  of  the  elevators 
and  warehouses  in  the  fourteen  states  that  reported  the  largest 
stocks  on  January  1,  1918,  are  shown  graphically  in  Diagram  5. 
The  striking  reduction  in  the  holdings  of  the  elevators  and  ware- 
houses of  Minnesota  constitutes  the  outstanding  feature  of  the 
diagram. 

The  relative  holdings  of  the  grain  mills  on  January  1,  1918, 
and  January  1,  1917,  are  also  shown  for  the  fourteen  leading 
states  in  Diagram  6.  The  reduction  in  the  holdings  of  the  grain 
mills  in  Minnesota  and  also  in  Kansas  challenges  attention.

and  the  grain  elevators  and  warehouses,  one-tenth.  The  exact 
distribution  of  stocks  of  white  wheat-flour  among  the  different 
groups  and  classes  of  dealers  is  shown  in  Table  5,  and  is  graphically 
presented  in  Diagram  7.  Table  5  also  gives  figures  for  comparative 
stocks  for  January  1,  1918,  and  January  1,  1917,  which  figures 
will  be  discussed  on  a  later  page.  Table  6  shows  the  number 
of  schedules  upon  which  the  figures  in  this  report  are  based.

Geographic  Distribution  of  Total  Stocks  Reported. 

Nearly  one-fifth  of  the  total  stocks  of  white  wheat-flour 
reported  were  found  in  the  East  North  Central  division,  while  the 
respective  holdings  of  the  West  North  Central  and  the   Middle 
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Atlantic  divisions  were  only  slightly  less,  these  three  divisions 
combined  holding  considerably  more  than  one-half  of  the  total 
commercial  stocks  of  the  entire  country.  The  distribution  of 
these  stocks  by  geographic  divisions  is  shown  in  graphic  form  in 
Diagram  8.  Table  7,  in  addition  to  this  information,  gives  also 
the  distribution  by  states,  both  for  total  stocks  reported  and  for 
the  stocks  as  distributed  between  the  different  groups  of  dealers 
reporting  for  the  survey.  The  total  stocks  of  white  wheat-flour 
reported  are  also  graphically  represented  in  Diagram  9  for  each 
of  the  twenty  most  important  states,  while  Diagram  10  shows 
graphically  the  relative  amount  of  stocks  of  white  wheat-flour 
by  grades.  The  geographic  distribution  of  white  wheat-flour,  by 
grades,  is  shown  in  Table  8.

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two-year  figures  may  be  accepted  as  fairly  conclusive.  Table 
5  indicates  that  the  total  stocks  of  white  wheat  flour  on  January  1, 
1918,  were  65.4  per  cent  of  those  of  January  1, 1917.  The  percent- 
ages of  the  1917  stocks  held  by  the  six  groups  of  dealers  on  the  date 
of  this  survey  vary,  it  will  be  noticed,  from  61.7  for  retail  dealers 
to  94.9  for  grain  elevators  and  warehouses.  If  the  classes  com- 
prising some  of  these  groups  are  considered,  the  variation  in  com- 
parative stocks  held  becomes  considerably  larger,  but  nevertheless 
shows  a  decrease  in  all  cases.  Table  10  gives  comparative  1918 
and  1917  figures  by  grades  of  flour  as  well  by  groups  and  classes 
of  dealers.     The  percentage  of  the   1917  stocks  of  each  grade 


represented  by  the  1918  stocks  is  also  indicated  for  each  class  of 
business. 

Diagram  11  shows  graphically,  by  groups  of  business  concerns, 
the  comparative  total  holdings  for  the  two  dates,  while  Table  9 
shows  these  comparative  holdings  by  groups  of  dealers  for  geo- 
graphical divisions  as  well  as  for  individual  states.  The  relative 
uniformity  in  the  decreases  of  the  holdings,  as  shown  by  the  table, 
is  perhaps  more  noticeable  than  any  variations  in  the  percentage 
of  such  decreases.  The  exceptions  to  the  general  decrease  in 
stocks  occur  most  frequently  in  the  relatively  unimportant  hold- 
ings of  the  smaller  classes  of  dealers.

The  stocks  of  whole-wheat  and  graham  flour  reported  for  the 
food  survey  of  January  1,  1918,  amounted  to  447,22S  barrels. 
More  than  one-half  of  this  amount  was  held  by  retail  dealers, 
and  more  than  one-fifth  by  wholesalers.  The  stocks  reported  by 
the  different  groups  and  classes  of  business  concerns  are  given 
in  Table  11,  and  the  distribution  is  shown  graphically  in  Diagram 
12.  Table  1  also  shows  comparative  figures  for  1918  and  1917, 
while  Table  12  shows  the  number  of  schedules  tabulated  for  each 
class  of  business.

Table  13  shows  not  only  the  geographic  distribution  of  the 
total  stocks  reported,  but  also,  in  separate  columns,  a  similar 
distribution  of  the  stocks  held  by  each  of  the  several  classes  of 
business.  These  holdings  are  shown  graphically  by  geographic 
divisions  in  Diagram  13.  The  stocks  in  the  South  Atlantic  and 
the  East  South  Central  states,  it  may  be  noticed,  were  relatively 
very  small.  Diagram  14  shows  the  stocks  of  whole-wheat  and 
graham  flour  reported  for  each  of  the  twenty  most  important 
states.

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Comparative  Figures  for  1918  and  1917. 

The  comparative  holdings  of  whole-wheat  and  graham  flour 
for  January  1,  1918,  and  January  1,  1917,  are  given  in  Tahle  14. 
As  in  the  case  of  wheat  and  of  white  wheat-flour,  these  figures  are 
less  complete  than  those  for  1918  only,  hut  furnish  an  adequate 
basis  for  comparison.  Comparative  figures  are  given  both  for  the 
totals  obtained  from  the  two-year  reports,  and  for  the  stocks  of 
the  various  classes  of  dealers  reporting.  For  a  convenient  com- 
parison of  the  total  stocks  considered  by  groups  and  classes  of 
dealers,  however,  the  reader  is  referred  to  the  last  three  columns 
of  Table  11,  where  comparisons  are  also  made  on  a  percentage 
basis.  These  figures  indicate  that  the  total  commercial  stocks 
of  whole-wheat  and  graham  flour  on  January  1,  1918,  were  87.6 
per  cent  of  the  stocks  held  on  January  1,

dealers  as  a  group  show  a  decided  decrease.  The  relative  holdings 
of  the  several  classes  of  dealers  on  the  two  dates  considered  are 
also  shown  graphically  in  Diagram  15.  This  diagram  brings  out 
clearly  both  the  relatively  large  percentage  of  the  total  stock 
which  was  held  by  retailers  on  the  date  of  the  survey  and  the 
decrease  in  these  retail  stocks  during  the  year  1918.

The  commercial  stocks  of  miscellaneous  wheat  food  products 
reported  for  the  survey  of  January  1,  1918,  amounted  to  126,958,077 
pounds.  These  products  include  wheat  breakfast  foods,  maca- 
roni, spaghetti,  noodles,  etc.  Of  the  total  stocks  above  mentioned, 
the  wholesale  grocers  and  the  retail  dealers  each  held  about 
one-third,  while  the  macaroni  manufacturers  and  grain  millers, 
including  cereal  food  manufacturers,  together  held  more  than 
one-fifth.  The  remaining  fraction  was  held  largely  by  the  ware- 
houses and  a  miscellaneous  group  of  concerns.  The  distribution 
of  the  stocks  reported  among  the  different  groups  and  classes 
of  dealers  is  given  in  Table  15,  and  is  graphically  represented 
in  Diagram  16.  Table  15  also  gives  comparative  figures  for 
January  1,  1918,  and  January  1,  1917,  by  groups  and  classes  of 
concerns,  and  Table  16  shows  the  number  of  schedules  constituting 
the  basis  for  the  data  here  presented.

Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 
The  distribution  of  the  stocks  reported  among  the  several 
geographic  divisions  is  given  in  Table  17,  and  is  shown  in  graphic 
form  in  Diagram  17.  Table  17  also  shows  the  distribution  of  these 
stocks  by  states.  The  relatively  small  amounts  of  wheat  food 
products  reported  from  the  Southern  states  may  be  pointed  out 
as  one  of  the  noticeable  features  of  the  table  as  well  as  of  the 
diagram.

Comparative  Figures  for  1918  and  1917. 

The  figures  in  Table  15,  giving  comparative  stocks  for  January 
1,  1918,  and  January  1,  1917,  indicate  a  considerable  increase 
in  the  commercial  stocks  of  wheat  food  products  for  the  date 
of  the  survey,  as  compared  with  those  of  the  earlier  date.  These 
figures  are,  of  course,  based  on  those  reports  only  which  give  data 
for  both  years.  Ignoring  the  sub-groups  under  the  general 
group  of  retail  dealers,  the  1918  stocks  varied  from  110.6  per 
cent  to  130.9  per  cent  of  those  of  1917  for  the  different  groups 
of  concerns.  The  total  stocks  reported  for  the  date  of  the  survey 
were  15  per  cent  larger  than  those  of  a  year  earlier.  These  com- 
parative stocks  for  each  of  the  groups  of  concerns  are  shown 
graphically  in  Diagram  19.

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COMMERCIAL   STOCKS   OF   BAKERY 
PRODUCTS. 

The  commercial  stocks  of  bakery  products,  including  bread, 
crackers,  cakes,  wafers,  etc.,  as  reported  for  the  food  survey  of 
January  1,  1918,  amounted  to  81,186,324  pounds.  Nearly  five- 
sixths  of  these  stocks  were  held  by  bakers  and  retail  dealers, 
the  former  of  these  groups  of  concerns  reporting  only  slightly 
larger  total  stocks  than  the  latter.  Most  of  the  remaining  stocks 
reported  were  held  by  a  miscellaneous  group  of  dealers.  Whole- 
sale grocers  held  only  about  one-sixteenth  of  the  total.  The  stocks 
reported  by  each  group  and  class  of  dealers  are  given  in  Table  19 
and  the  distribution  of  these  stocks  among  the  groups  of  concerns 
is  shown  graphically  in  Diagram  20.  Comparative  figures  for 
1918  and  1917  by  groups  and  classes  of  concerns  are  also  given 
in  Table  19.  The  number  of  schedules  forming  the  basis  for  the 
data  here  presented  is  shown  in  Table  20.

Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 

The  distribution  of  the  stocks  of  bakery  products  among  the 
geographic  divisions  is  given  in  Table  21  and  is  graphically  shown 
in  Diagram  21.  The  diagram  especially  makes  evident  the  rela- 
tively large  stocks  of  bakery  products  reported  for  the  Middle  At- 
lantic and  the  two  North  Central  divisions,  and  the  relatively 
small  similar  stocks  held  by  dealers  in  the  East  South  Central 
division.  Table  21  also  gives  the  amount  of  these  stocks  reported 
for  each  individual  state.  The  stocks  reported  for  the  20  most 
important  states  from  the  point  of  view  of  bakery  products  on 
hand  at  the  date  of  the  survey  is  shown  graphically  in  Diagram  22.

The  relative  total  stocks  of  bakery  products  on  hand  January 
1,  1918,  and  on  January  1,  1917,  are  indicated  by  groups  and 
classes  of  concerns  in  Table  19.  These  comparative  figures,  which 
are  based  on  those  schedules  giving  information  for  both  dates, 
are  shown  by  geographic  divisions  and  by  states  in  Table  22. 
In  general,  it  will  be  seen  that  there  was  a  slight  decrease  in  stocks 
of  bakery  products  on  the  date  of  the  survey  as  compared 
with  the  stocks  of  one  year  earlier.  This  decrease  was  almost 
entirely  limited  to  the  holdings  of  the  bakers.  The  stocks  of 
retail  dealers  as  well  as  those  of  wholesalers  showed  in  general  a 
slight  increase.  Diagram  23  shows  graphically  by  groups  of  dealers 
the  comparative  stocks  held  on  the  two  dates  for  which  informa- 
tion was  secured.
